NEw YorK, October 30.—Judzge Prett, o 
the supreme court, sitting in Brooklyn today 
heard the argument in the sugar trast case 
upen a motion forthe appointment of a re- 
veiver. Judge Pratt reserved his decision, 
but he modited the injunction so as to allow 
the publication of the plan of re-organization 
andthe financial statement. Fhe plan pro- 
vides for the issue of $25,000,000 7 per cent 
preferred stock, $25,000.00 in common 
stock and $10,000,000 in bonds 
to be securel by a mortgage 
on the property. 
of the trust will get ha f the face of his certifi- 
cates inéach of the new series of stock and 
$500 cash. 
dition of the trust, shews the following assets: 

Cash, $79,987 ; due to trust, $7,569,145 ; stock 
of sugar on consignments, $1,289,204; raw

A Decision Declaring a Chicago Ordinance 
Unconstitutional. 

CHICAGO, October 30.—Last summer :Ed 

Corrigan, proprietor of the Westside race 

track, caused the arrest of a number of city 

pool sellers for violating the state Jaw and 


| city ordinance forbidding the sale of pools ex- 


cept within the enclosure of race courses. One 
cases came upfor afinal hearing 
before Judge Tully today, in the circuit court, 
and the judge rendered a decis:on to the effect 
that the statute and ordinance under it are 
unconstitutional, because they tend to 
give special privileges, and to create a 
monopoly of gambling. These laws, he found, 
are similar to those in New York and 
Louisiana, and his decision was in accordanee 
with the decisions already rendered in those 
states. Judge Tully stated that the law gave 
the power of suppression of pool-selling and 
gainbling to the mayor and authorities, but no 
authority was contained therein for the regu- 
lation thereof. The framers of the ordinance, 
therefore, had acted beyond their authority, 
and the police have the right only to prohibit 
the sale of pools. 

The city will take an appeal from the decis- 
ion. In the meantime, thereis nothing to pre- 
vent pool-selling at will inthis city, unless the 
general state law against gambling can be 
made toapply. Over 200 suits similar to the 
one decided today are on the docket. They 
will not be pushed pending the action of the 
higher court.

WHO TOOK A MURDERER TO HIS Vic- 
TIM’S FUNERAL, 


And Then Kept Him Around in¢ghe Neigh- 
borhood for Several Days Until the 
Lynchers Caught Him. 


Waynesporo, Ga., October 30.—[Special.] 
The story of the death of John Robinson, Jr., 
murdered by General Thomas,’a negro sixteen 
years old, because the little five-year-old took 
some of his chinquapins, has already been 
told, and also the subsequent lynching of the 
murderer on Friday last. 

THE DELAY. 

The officer, Thomas W. Joyner, an uncle of 
the boy killed, was so tardy in bringing the 
murderer to jail that a mandamus was served 
on him by Sheriff C. W. Hurst on Friday, but 
too late to save the negro boy’s life. 

The answer of Joyner is a very peculiar and 
altogether an improbable story, and will doubt- 
less give him some troubie at least, as there is 
considerable comment among the citizens over 
the conduct of this officer. 

The negro was arrested, tried and committed 
to jail Tuesday. He was kept by Joyner until 
Kgiday, when he was lynched. 

A PECULIAR ANSWER. 

His affidavit and answer is substantially as 
follows: 

After the committal trial I could have taken the 
defendant to jail on the next train for Waynesboro, 
that passed in about (2) two hours, but [ went to 
the burial of John Robinson, Jr., and took de- 
fendant with methere. That night | stayed ata 
neighbor’s house and next day my wife reported 
that a crowd had been there after the detendant. 
The next night and day I spent at home unmo- 
lested. I sent for my brother the following night 
to aid me in taking defendant to jail. When near 
Lawtonville, before day Friday, on our way to the 
train, three men stopped us inthe road. They 
pulled the defendant and my brotber from the 
buggy, and twok from us our pistol and rifle. We 
got them, however, to give us our arms back. 
When they did so we then demanded the prisoner, 


| serious injuries. His left leg was broken jut 


andthey gave him up. They were armed with | 


guns and pistols and masked. We then went to 
my brother's house in Lawtonville,and while 
there some one came and demanded the prisoner 
again. : 

THE LYNCHING TAKES PLACE. 

When most train time we set out for the 
depot on foot, goine to the track and wa'king up 
towards the depot, and when = about 
400 yards from it, somo six or eight men 
came out from the shadow of an embankment, 
armed and masked, aud took the defendant from 
us, saying ‘they intended to have him or die.” 
My brother told me “to take the train to Waynes- 
boro and report the matter.’’ That was the last I 
ever saw of the defendant alive. 

He was found later in the day near a creek, 
by the side of the railroad, tied to a pine sap- 
ling, with twelve or fifteen bullet holes in his 
body. 

The coroner’s jury rendered a verdict that 
“the deceased came to his death at the hands 
of unknown parties.” 


GUILTY OF FORGERY.

How a Negro Finished Paying For His 
Land. 

Ore rixa, Ga., October 30.—[Special.]—On 
the 28th instant, Silas Reaves, a negro farmer 
living in the eastern part of the county, 
brought his cotton to market and sold it. Out 
of the proceeds he finished paying for a nice 
litile farm, Not having as much money as he 
wished, he tore a check out of Mr. D. B. 
Preston’s check book, went to the alliance 
warehouse, borrowed a pen and ink, and 
filled out the check for $512, forged Smith T. 
& Meadows’s (merchants of this vity) name to 
it, and carried it to the First Nationa! bank 
for payment. 

Mr. Corwin Brown, the cashier of that bank, 
knowing the signatures were not genuine, 
refused to pay it, and reported the matter to 
Smith T. & Meadows. They swore out a 
warrant at once before Justice J. T. Gorman 
for forgery. Silas was arrested, and on a pre- 
liminary examination before Justice Gorman 
was bound over to the circuit courtof Lee 
county in the sum of $1,000 for forgery, which 
he failed to give, and was committed to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury.

There isa strong feeling that the two negro 
tramps, suspected of the murder of Miss Baker 
yesterday, will be lynehed during the night. 
The people are quiet, but deeply moved, and 
greatly in earnest. 

The Courant-American today gives the fol- 
lowing account of the horribie outrage: 

‘By all odds the foulest and most dastardly 
crime that ever blackened the fair name of 
Bartow was committed at Stilesboro yesterday 
morning. A young woman was wayiaid while 
on her way to her work by some tiend or fiends 
in human shape, and after 2 most desperate 
struggie, as a}! signs show, was butchered with 
a knife, and tomake more horrible the crime, 
her person was outraged while in the throes of 
death. 

Mrs. Sallie Mobbs was the name of the un- 
fortunate woman. She was the daughter of 
Mr. James Baker, a poor and hard-working 
farmer. ‘These people had only lived in the 
community a short while. The last seen of 
Mrs. Mobbs alive, by her people, was yester- 
day morning, about 7 o’clock, when she left 
her home to carry the dinner for the hands in 
the cotton patch. It was her custom to stay 
behind the other members of the family each 
morning in order to bring water for her mother 
and do other things around the house So, 
after these things were finished yesterday, she 
took the dinner pail and started to the field: 

An hour later her father wondered why she 
did not come, and growing uneasy, went back 
to the house to see what was the matter. 
When he found out she had left the house he 
began search. 

THE BODY FOUND.

He refused w pay the fine and was re- 
manded to jail to await the arrival of the 
penitentiary guard to escort him to the chain 
gang. Inthe meantime Redding was taken 
violently ill, and after lingering apparently be- 
tween life and death for some weeks he 
was released from jail, under guard, by the 
county Commissioners, upon recommendation 
of the county phys.cian, Dr. T. J. Collier. At 
the time of his reiease Redding deposited the 
amount of his tine with the officials as secu- 
rity, being unab!e to make the required bond 
to gain his freedom. 

During this temporary freedom Redding 
gave bis guard the slip, andin ashort time 
was heard from in a daring burgiary at Locust 
Grove, on the East Tennesse, Virginia and 
Geurgia railroad, where he assisted in robbing 
the store and saio of Messrs. Arch Brown & 


Son. One of his accomplices, Bob Cotton, | 


was captured about seven miles from Grillin 
and a quantity of the goods recovered, 
Colton told the ofticers where Redding’s wife, 
or one of the:n, lived,and on repairing there 
they found, sure enough, more of the goods, 
but not Bob, he having !eft the previous even- 
ing. 

Numerous other robberies in this section, 
which were reported to [ur CONSTITUTION 
at the time, were supposed to have been com- 
mitted by Redding. The idea that Redding 
was dead was occasioned by a notice of his 
death in. THE ConsTITUTION only a few days 
before the Locust Grove store breaking. 

The last heard of him in this section was in 
the suminer, when the official from Coweta 
county passed through Gritiin with his wile 
and Herbert Keed, an accomplice of Redding 
with a lot of goods that had been 
stolen from Captain ingram. at Senoia. 

Thus it is evident thar Redding did not die 
in Spalding county jail. 

That the party killed in Opelika was Bob 
Redding, the chief of police of that city ought 
to be abie to ununsta.ably identify, he having 
heid a iony interview with him while Redding 
was confined in jail at this piace. 

Bob Redding informed THr CoNnsTITUTION 
during an interview in the winter that Wily, 
his haif brother, was not far from Griftin, that 
he had oifered to release him from jail, which 
he could easily doif he wou.d only consent to 
it. This being true, it may be well to keep 
an eye out for Wily also,

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, and Fel- 
low-Citizens; It is no ordinary occasion for me to 
have the privilege of meeting this immense assem- 
blage of the citizens of Georgia.

meet you face to face, and I emphasize this espe-
